cartoons discriminate 



VERNON, B.C. (CUP) — Car- 
toons of scantily clad women and 
severe looking women librarians 
used to illustrate the library bro- 
chure of Okanagan College have 
aroused the wrath of the Status 
of Women committee of the Bri- 
tish Columbia Teachers Federa- 
tion. 

Writing to the college council, 
Linda Shuto, director of the Sta- 
tus of Women project, expressed 
her dismay over the illustrations 
In the handbook. 

She said "it's astounding that 
in 1974 publications like this are 
still in existence, particularly in 
Institutions dedicated to learning 
and the development of human po- 
tential." 



She said she wants the brochure 
withdrawn from circulation, des- 
cribing them as "an embarass- 
ment to the educational system 
of British Columbia." 

Colleen Prlnglo, a government 
appointed representative from 
Vernon on the college council 
agreed that the illustrations which 
"reinforce the sexual stereotype" 
are in questionable taste. 

Pringle said too many of the 
cartoons showed female librarians 
with their hair In a bun and "le- 
cherous oafs looking at Playboy, 
bunny-type girls." 

The college said it Is impossible 
to recall all the brochures but 
that the offending cartoons would 
1m> removed from subsequent pu- 
blications. 



attacking sex discrimination and 
outlining the achievements and 
difficulties of CUPE's women 
members. 

Women will also be encouraged 
to become more effective in end- 
ing sex discrimination in contract 
negotiations through special semi- 
nars and workshops at member 
meetings. 

"The union movement offers 
women a viable instrument with 
which to achieve equality in the 
workplace and community," said 
Little. 

"By participating in programs 
like the 1970 Royal Commission 
on the Status of Women and its 
follow-up campaign In 1971 signi- 
ficant gains have been achieved by 
women." 

He points out that discrimina- 
tory wage rates between nursing 
assistants and orderlies havebeen 
almost eliminated since 1971. 

"The participation of women In 
positions of leadership within the 
union has also improved consi- 
derably," says Little. 

In 195B only 12 per cent of 79 
locals out of a total of 659 had 
female leadership. Only one local 
with a male majority had elected 
a woman president. 

As of June 1974, only 28 per cent 
or about 300 locals out of a total 
of 1,377 had female leadership.

"Despite these improvements," 



said Little, "there still remains 
a great deal of discrimination to 
overcome within the union as well 
as in the workplace where collect- 
ive bargaining can be effectively 
used, 

"Job designation by sex has to 
end. Job opportunities for women 
have to be broadened and unfair 
sex-discrlmlnatlng pension plans, 
group life insurance and fringe 
benefits have to be eliminated/' 



TV generation 
paranoid 



PHILIDELPHIA (ZNS-CUP) — A 
study of habitual television watch- 
ers has found that there is a 
"television generation" of people 
under 30 who are neurotically 
fearful of the dangers of life. 

Doctor George Gerbner of the 
University of Pennsylvania says 
that people become fearful of life 
simply by being exposed to too 
much violence on the television. 

Gerbner, who conducted tils 
study for the National Institute 



of Mental Health, says that three- 
quarters of all television pro- 
grams contain violence, a figure 
down somewhat from 19C7, 

Gerbner has found that the most 
common victims of the television 
are women, while mendothe "vic- 
timizing. This ho says, has taken 
its toll on female viewers. He 
says that while most heavy tele- 
vision viewers are fearful the 
young female viewer has become 
the most paranofd of all about the 
dangers lurking ahead.

Economy may undermine equality 



VANCOUVER (CUP) ~ Progress 
in the women's movement has 
reached the same point today that 
tt did during the 1920's, Sylvia 
Gelber said last week at the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia. 

The federal labour department 
official warned that women's li- 
beration also faces the same ob- 
stacle which sent that earlier 
struggle for equality Into de- 
cline-recession. 

Gerber said danger lies in the 
fact that economic troubles often 
lead to the abandonment of ob- 
jectivity and society falls back on 
its tradttlonal values, such as men 
needing jobs more than women, 
because they are- thought of as 
providers. 

This Is often supported by mar- 
ried women whose husbands have 
become unemployed. 

This is a facetious argument, 
Gerber said, because excluding 
women from the labour force does 
not provide Jobs for an equal num- 
ber of male breadwinners. 

Even if it did, the exclusion of 
women from Jobs simply because 
they are women denies them their 
right to work, a right that is the 
same as any man's, she said. 

••to the 20s women in Canada 
were under the illusion they were 
on the march....but thedepression 
ended that march. After that wo- 
men never participated in society 
to any great extent until the Sec- 
ond World War." 

"Even then both the women and 
society regarded their economic 
role as a temporary measure on- 
ly, which was willingly surrender- 
ed when the men came home from 
the fighting." 

She said now that women's 

movements in Canada and theU.S. 
have again reached the levels they 
did in the 20s, women must fight 
even harder than in recent years 
to prevent another reversal. 

"We must wage a double ba- 
tle. We must continue to tear down 



employment barriers and encour- 
age women to take formal train- 
ing in subjects which society has 
brainwashed them into believing 
will endanger their feminity," she 
said. 

"The number of women inpost- 
graduate programs at our univer- 
sities still isn't much bigger than 
In the 20s," said Gelber. 

"While there has been a dra- 
matic increase in the enrolment 
of women in law and medicine/ 
there are not enough women going 
into business administration, fi- 
nance, mathematics and the sci- 
ences." 

She said the education system 
will provide the real impetus for 
the women's movement In the next 
few years. 

While attitudes are changing, 



the composition of the work force 
In Canada has not been drastically 
altered, she said. 

More women are working than 
ever before — especially married 
women - 37 per cent of whom were 
working in 1971 compared to 22 
per cent In 1961 ~ but they are 
still largely restricted to oc- 
cupations always considered tra- 
ditional for women, Gelber said. 

She said major changes will 
como when women currently in the 
education system begin competing 
in the Job market. 

* r In times of economic distress 
we must strive harder than usual 
to prevent wasting our human re- 
sources, men as well as women, 
but economists often forget that 
one-third of these resources are 
women," Gelber said. 



1975 has been declared "Interna* 
tional Women* s Year" by the United na- 
tions. A large international con for' 
ence on Women will be held in Mexico 
in June and July of this year. It's 
purpose will be to examine progress 
made towards the elimination of discri- 
mination against women, and 
"to launch an international action 
programme including both short and long 
term measures aimed at achievcing the 
integration of women as full and equal 
partners with men in the development 
effort, at eliminating discrimination 
on grounds of sex and at achieving the 
widest involvement of women in stron~ 
gthening international peace and eli- 
minating racism arid racial discrimina- 
tion." (Unesco Bulletin)

Cdn birth control program lacking 



TORONTO (CUP) — The President 
of the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion, Dr. Bette Stephenson, says 
close to 50,000 abortions in Ca- 
nada in 1973 constitute pathetic 
proof of the desperate need for a 
national birth control program. 

She also bitterly attacked fede- 
ral Justice Minister Otto Lang 
in a speech Jan. 9 for his "veil- 
ed threats of legal action" against 
physicians who interpret the abor- 
tion laws broadly. 

She says the key to cutting 



down the number of abortions is 
preventing pregnancy In the first 
place. The abortion figures In 
1973 underscored the "dismal fai- 
lure of our totally Inadequate edu- 
cational and family planning pro- 
grams." 

She blames the failure on the fe- 
deral and provincial governments 
and on her profession. She main- 
tains the CMA has asked theTm- 
deau government for a"concerted, 
comprehensive, national" effort 
to provide Wrth control informa- 




tion and to dlstrltxite contra- 
ceptives effectively. 

So long as there wasn't effect- 
ive prevention she said, the pres- 
sure on physicians to perform 
abortions would continue to grow. 

It was in that context that the 
statements made by Lang were 
particularly unwelcome. Federal 
law permits therapeutic abortions 
in an accredited facility upon the 
approval of a therapeutic abortion 
committee if the "life and health" 
of the pregnant woman are en- 
dangered by a continued preg- 
nancy. 

Lang has said repeatedly that 
"health" to him, means the wo- 
man's physical health. The World 
Health Organization definition is 
broader encompassing emotional 
health. Most physicians subscribe 
to the WHO deflnlUoiu 

Many physicians have also call- 
ed for removal of the abortion 
law from the Criminal Code. 

"The federal government con- 
sistently refuses the longpromis- 
ed parliamentary review and a 
frequently promised parliament- 
ary debate on abortion", Stephen- 
son said. 

"In lieu, Otto Lang berates 
the medical profession and has the 
unprecedented audacity to usurp 
the privileges of the court by 
providing his personal interpre- 
tation of the law."

Women's 
laws obsolete

VANCOUVER (CUP) — Delegates 
to the federal advisory council on 
the status of women here Jan. 13 
to 17 moved to urge Parliament 
to update obsolete laws dealing 

with rape and other sexual of- 
fences. 

Chairwoman Dr. Katie Cooke 
said the council is ready to ini- 
tiate advice to the government 
on what changes are needed in 
that section of the criminal code. 

"In case they forgot to ask", 
said Cooke, who makes it clear 
the council believes the law in 
general, and the Justice minister 
in particular, is an ass. 

Details of the proposed recom- 
mendations will be discussed at 
the council's next meeting slated 
for April 7 to 9 In Ottawa. 

"Lang has said he will intro- 
duce amendments to the criminal 
code as it deals with rape and 
sex offences but wo (the council) 
havej't as yet, been asked for ad- 
vice." 

Cooke termed the practice of 

setting up the rape victim for 
character assassination by de- 
fence lawyers when the victim 
gives evidence as the crown's 
chief witness, "totally absurd." 

"That's one of the worst exam- 
ples of the weird double standard 
that prevails in our society," 
she said. 

The delegates also discussed 
family planning, Wrth control, and 
abortion among other Issues of 
critical importance to Canadian 
women. 

They agreed more specific .in- 
formation Is needed from the fe- 
deral level before an effective 
planning policy will have any force. 

Cooke said the council needs to 
know what kind of family planning 
projects are now operating, how 
they are funded and what kind of 
monitoring is done by the health 
protection branch of the safety 
and efficiency of birth control 
devices. 

There are physical and psycho- 
logical obstacles to overcome be- 
fore information and counselling 
on contraception can reach people 
who need It most, particularly 
In suburban and mral areas said 
Cooke. 



The blgquestlon facing the coun- 
cil is how to get family planning 
information to the people whoneed 
It the most, she said. The council 
hasn't yet come to grips with IhG 
problem. In which timidity and cm- 
barassment perpetuates Ignorance 
about contraception. 

The council also discussed hu- 
man rights and Justice legislation. 
Parliament has procrastinated too 
long In introducing laws that will 
end discrimination on the grounds 
of sex.

"At the federal level we are 
still getting promises and that's 
all," said Cooke. "It's vital that 
we have a law showing society's 
acceptance of the idea that dis- 
crimination on the grounds of sex 
is incompatible with democracy. 
At this point I'm not about to 
offer any excuses for why the go- 
vernment hasn't acted." 

Other recommendations passed 
by the council supported the idea 
of unified family courts with fe- 
derally appointed, specially train- 
ed Judges, passport regulation 
amendments to allow a women to 
use her maiden name without ad- 
ditional proof of Identity and ci- 
tizenship amendments restoring 
Canadian citizenship to worn en who 
lost it through marriage to an alien 
prior to 1947. 

Also on the agenda were matri- 
monial property rights and house- 
wives' entitlement to participate 
in the Canada Pension Plan.

Nostalgia has become a thriv- 
ing multimillion-dollar business 
on this continent. Freely defined, 
nostalgia means a longing for past 
days and ways. Nostalgia Is not 
new to this society. Misty-eyed 
recollections have been rendered 
I by millions of oldersters who 
spoke of something called the 
"Good old days". However, the 
greater part of our society has 
been taught and conditioned to 
keep their eyes on the future. ^^ r ^ 
Years ago, people revelled ln**Tp _ 
futuristic science-fiction and^" A* 

longed for the day when science 5l • 
could solve all their problems, jrr^^. 
moral and material. Previously, V ^ 
the past was viewed in this mo- 
dern industrial society as some- 
thing bleak and forbidding. Eco- 
nomists and politicians or all 
stripes referred to the past as 
something that has been surpassed 
(in quantitative form)and as some- 
thing that just had to be sur- 
passed. Reading a history of the 
modern world has left some with 
the impression that after the Sec- 
ond World War and possibly the 
Korean War, "we have all lived 
happily ever after." These school 
textbooks printed early in the fif- 
ties and sixties have only very re- 
cently been displaced by ones that 
have shown the turbulent era of 
our times - as it really is. 

The current pop nostalgia began 
with the dying fires of youthful 
social activism in the last 19G0's 
and early 1970's. One may mark the 

start of one form of nostalgia - an 
older form of rock'n'roll, to the 
Woodstock Festival (WD) where 
'Sha Na Na' performed 'At the 
Hop', an old fifties rock num- 
ber. With (he rock'n'roll era no 
longer having its monolithic 
superstars such as the Beatles 
(In their original form), various 
diverse subgroups were evident 
In rock'n'roll. Fifties-style musi- 
cians wore but one of those sub- 
groups. Today, nostalgic musical 
forms comprise a principal ele- 
ment of rock. An almost forgotten 
starter plug to this flfties-ldck 
was done by rock anthologists - 
mainly radio stations. Remember 
CHUM ^Toronto's ) history of 
rock and roll and the 'Top Three 
Hundred Songs' of all time broad- 
cast over many stations In the 
spring and summer of 1970? Rock 
commentators constantly stressed 
that the roots of rock lay with 
Elvis and the Blues (Muddy Wa- 
ters). Since blues never had the 
majority audience further atten- 
tion shifted to 50*5 rock and roll. 



ed to have nowhere to go and 
neither had fashion or most other 
types of popular commercialized 
rock form. These people were 
struck with a great money-making 
idea, a big massive re-run of all 
their previous creations- Revolu- 
tion-evolution, social activism, 
and the psychadelic gold mine 
had slim pickings, by 1970. 

Revolution and other romantic 
Ideals had been bought off and 
rationalized out of existence by 
the public persuaders. Some forms 
of activism had been diverted fnto 
sterile structures with only token 
change. While such youthtal me- 
mories were effectively killed, 
problems and turmoil continued. 
The Image-makers found the per- 
fect answer - nostalgia. 

It Is similar to looking back- 
ward through rose-tinted glasses. 
The money-makers trundled out a 
re-doctcred version of the 'Great 
Gatsby', F.Scott Fitzgerald's por- 
trayal of the Idle rich with no- 
where to go .... so much llkeour- 
selves. Nostalgia Investors could 
not stop here, the bored may 
yet get restless. They gave the 
restless the excitement of 'The 
Sting', a romanticized picture of 
the 30's con-artistry, while off- 
stage, millions starved and rIot*ji. 




"opiate for the masses" 



Today, in this little historical 
recital, courtesy of showbiz came 
'The Summer of '42' and its se- 
quel, 'The Class of *44' portray- 
ing the placid life of easy-going 
horny reminiscing starts. The 
reality of war does not Instrude 
into these pictures but very mar- 
ginally, and so It is with the 
'Last Picture Show' and 'Ameri- 
can Grafflttl'. All external ma- 
nifestations that date the movie's 
scenarios are blown up out of all 
proportion and presented in the 
way so as to encourage the vie- 
wer not only to think nostalgically 
but to BUY BUY BUY nostalgia. 

Is nostalgia the mark of a dying 
civilization? Some Christian 
thinkers agree. They compare this 
era with the latter days of the 
Roman Empire when among other 
things, decadent Romans became 
nostalgic for the ordered era of 
Augustus, The Christian thinkers, 
after drawing other examples of 
today's decadence prescribes not 
only Christ as the Saviour but 
some more renewed secular- 
based optimism. While in a spiri- 
tual sense a listener can find in 
Christ the answer of today's pro- 
blems, the message of secular 
non-religious optimism sounds 
empty In these days of recession. 

Nostalgia is no sacrilege. 
Having been marketed by the 
image-makers, it finds itself ac- 
cepted in forms other than the 
PR-men envisaged. Nostalgia is 
today's reaction against the false 



optimism that 'every day, things 
are getting bigger arid better, and 
that's the way it should be'. 

Nostalgia's real weakness is 
that people view the past through 
rose-coloured glasses, remem- 
bering only the good moments 
of times gone by and forgetting 
the lessons that hard times gave 
them. Nowhere is this more evi- 
dent than in the recreations inpure 
art and audio-visual art of the 
1950's. 

There was Korea and Dulles 
'brinkmanship' diplomacy. There 
was also Castro's victory in Cuba 
and the ongoing disaster when 
American snubbers, slipper- 
shoes and paranoids drove Castro 
Into Khrushchev's arms. There 
was Joseph McCarthy, the US 
grand inquisitor. We had Uncle 
Louis St. Laurent. We also had 
(and still have) John 'the average 
Canadian', Dlefenbaker. However, 
these characters do not figure In 
any director's nostalgia script. 
Nostalgia is good show biz. One 
can only hope that amateur his- 
tory freaks can find some other 
interesting tilings in 'way back 
then* that they should like to stu- 
dy at their own leisure and not 
with the pressure of a prof's es- 
say deadline. 

There are two forms of nos- 
talgia just as there are two of- 
ficial forms of art, official and 
pop. Our pop art and pop nos- 
talgia have been mostly carried 
over from the United States. We 
had a middling representation of 
official art, sculptures, paint- 
ings, ctc w commissioned and un- 
called for. Canada had a compa- 
ratively poor selection of what 
one could call 'official nostalgia', 
i.e. social, physical, political and 
cultural histories of Canada. How 
many of you in grade school thought 
George Washington wasour great- 
est prime minister, and that Ids 
'successor' StrJohnA.MaeDonald 
was just another wheeling-dealing 
alcoholic? 

Centennial Year solved all that, 
It cleared up a few misconcep- 
tions and swept under the carpel 
any lingering doubts as to the 
integrity of our authentic loaders. 
During the past seven years, many 
of our characters formerly la- 
belled as nonentities and schmucks 
were transformed into national 
heroes. Centennial Year also sti- 
mulated a series of detailed scho- 
larly studies into our past. Many 
non-events, such as the US-Ca- 
nada Halibut Treaty, 1923; and 
many others that white Anglo- 
Saxon British-born would rather 
forget, such as the 1919 Winnipeg 
Strike, acquired new Importance. 

Boring textbook monologues be- 
came an Interesting and exciting 
chronicle of events. This sort of 
history and some of that resulting 
nostalgia was somewhat overdue. 



If the Yanks could glorify slavery, 
gun-fights and revolutions, then 
we too can glorify our less bloody 
controversial but more evolution- 
ary national path. One can only 
hope that the nationalism and any 
nostalgia that result will not go 
to such ridiculous extremes as In 
the United States. 

Nostalgia has yet another short- 
coming and this one is altogether 
less noticeable than any of Its 
other defects. Pop nostalgia has 
centred on the 50's and it may 
intend to stay there for a while 
longer. The GO'S are still too hot 
for any Image-making nostalglst 
to handle. People died In a use- 
less inconclusive war In Vietnam, 
people protested against all forms 
of injustice. People demanded sin- 
cerity and involvement. Good men 
such as the Kennedys, Martin 
Luther King and Four students 
at Kent State were shot and killed 
like dogs. One wonders how a 
PR man will handle this turbulent 
era, or Is this where nostalgia 
stops. The spirit dynamism and 
concern over the burning Issues 
of the day is all over. Will the PR 
man want to disturb all these 
memories that are fast receding 
into the distant past? Or do we be- 
lieve that all the hassles of the 
GO'S have been solved.

PR men used 
the slogans and rhetoric of the 
GO's and did this to beat It all 
to death, through overuse. Having 
thus thoroughly flogged the al- 
ready dead horse of the GO'S, PR 
men have no interest in seelngthe 
GO's resurrect. Anything suggest- 
ive of the era of the GO's Is being 
removed from the scene. Thoreis 



mets. One cannot knock these ar- 
tists. One can appreciate f hom 
in their revived form. Why not 
start playing more mid-late GO's 
gold. The PR men want us to 
forget those times and they are 
Intent In eradicating the lessons 
we have learned. At this time 
blg-husincss image- makers have 
no choice. Some social problems 
may have been solved but the 
70 r s have brought us economic 
problems of great magnitude that 
never existed in the CO's. And the 
GO's are only a decade away in the 
past. Fresh memories of outrage 
and involvement are bad for big 

business. Ttiis ts why this nostal- 
gia trip is being so earnestly 
plugged for. Dl it business doesn't 
want riots in this depression, they 
don't want the New Deal and they 
won't stand for It,

Ford. Ford Is pure nostalgia (In 
the PR sense). He, a former 
Eagle Scout, male fashion model 
and clean living American wants 
to return the American empire to 
Kood old simple virtues. They are 
not bad In themselves. But some- 
time good old simple virtues is a 
synonym for gullibility and sim- 
ple, trustful thinking which should 
keep the 'roving mobs' of con- 
cerned protesters and some do- 
gooders off the streets. 

Every 
person has some special era which 
is referred tack to time and 
time again.
